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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


PREVENT  FOREST  FIRES  —  IT  PAYS 

An  average  of  7,300  acres  of  woodland  are  burned  oveir 
by  forest  fires  in  New  Hampshire  each  year  destroying  manj 
thousand  dollars'  worth  of  property  of  all  description.  It 
costs  many  additional  thousands  of  dollars  and  requires  val- 
uable man  hours,  taken  from  other  essential  work,  to  extin- 
guish them.  These  losses  affect  the  personal  fortunes  of  the 
owners  and  town  and  state  economies.  Everyone  loses 
because  of  them. 

Analysis  of  fire  causes  reveal  the  fact  that  more  than  9S 
percent  of  all  forest  fires  are,  consistently,  the  result  of 
human  carelessness  and  are  preventable! 

We  have  been  extremely  fortunate  during  the  past  few 
years.  Favorable  fire  weather  and  war  time  restrictions  oss 
travel  which  kept  people  off  the  highways  and  out  of  tlie 
woods  have  aided  materially  in  reducing  fire  risks,  keepisag^ 
fires  fewer  and  fire  losses  low. 

We  now  face  changed  conditions.  People  can  travel  freelj^. 
Their  love  for  travel  and  the  freedom  of  the  woods  will  briisg- 
them  out  in  ever  increasing  numbers.  This  will  step  up  fire 
risks  materially.  The  accelerated  cutting  of  the  war  years 
has  resulted  in  additional  thousands  of  slash  acres.  These 
factors,  combined  with  a  possible  dry  season  and  humaia 
carelessness  could  easily  produce  a  catastrophe.  Everyorae 
must,  consequently,  be  on  their  guard.    They  should 

1.  Be  careful  with  fire  or  when  smoking  in  or  near  wood- 

lands. 

2.  Cooperate  with  the  local  forest  fire  warden  and  his 

deputies  by 
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a.  Abiding  cheerfully  with  whatever  restrictions  it 
be  necessary  to  impose.  They  are  intended  only 
to  be  helpful. 

h.  Securing  permits  to  burn  debris  when  the  ground 
is  not  covered  with  snow. 

c.  Seeing  that  others  comply  with  requirements. 

d.  Promptly  coming  to  the  warden's  assistance  when 

needed.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Deerfield : 

This  my  seventeenth  annual  report  finds  some  of  yOiar 
schools  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  teachers  and  your  budget 
committee  faced  with  the  increasing  cost  of  education.  'Both 
elementary  and  high  school  expenditures  present  a  seriojis 
burden  to  towns  with  a  small  but  scattered  school  population 
and  a  proportionately  smaller  property  valuation. 

The  lack  of  even  an  "emergency"  teacher  has  neces- 
sitated at  the  Center  School  a  return  to  the  long  winter 
vacation  of  fifty  years  ago.  More  than  twenty  school  days 
have  been  lost.  This  is  a  handicap  to  all  grades,  especially  t©- 
those  pupils  who  should  be  graduating  this  year. 

A  comparison  of  the  results  of  standardized  achievemeait 
tests  of  the  last  two  years  is  significant  of  the  improvemefflt 
that  can  be  expected  where  teachers  of  training  and  ex- 
perience are  retained  in  service  as  in  your  primary  grades. 
Frequent  changes,  no  matter  how  efficient  the  several  teachers 
may  be,  destroy  the  attainment  of  standard  achievement..

Since  June  the  Center  School  has  been  without  a  regular 
teacher.  Beginning  in  September  there  have  been  four  sub- 
stitutes.    Mr.  Clarence  P.  Amadon,  U.S.N.R.  of  Quonsett., 
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R.  I.,  has  been  elected  and  is  expected  to  come  to  the  Center 
this  month.  Mr.  Amadon  is  a  graduate  of  Plymouth 
Teachers'  College,  and  previous  to  enlistment  in  the  U.  S. 
Navy,  was  principal  of  the  new  four-room  school  in  Hook- 
sett  Village. 

Mrs.  Bessie  S.  Blake  of  Candia  was  recently  elected 
teacher  in  the  South  Road  School,  succeeding  Mrs.  Helena 
F.  Short  who  resigned  shortly  before  Christmas. 

At  the  Parade  School  Mrs.  Eliza  L.  Brown  has  continued 
without  interruption  her  instructions  of  the  primary  grades. 

Mrs.  Mabel  E.  Reed  of  Manchester  has  been  retained  to 
teach  Music  in  the  several  schools  of  Deerfield  and  neigh- 
boring towns.

During  the  present  year  the  prevalence  of  whooping  cough 
has  lowered  the  attendance,  chiefly  in  the  Parade  School. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  parents,  your  teacher  at 
the  South  Road  is  able  to  serve  the  pupils  daily  a  hot  dish 
or  drink  to  supplement  the  noon  lunch. 

For  more  than  two  years  it  has  been  impossible  to  obtain 
whole  milk  in  the  half-pint  containers  for  consumption  by 
the  individual  school  child.  It  is  a  peculiar  fact  that  such 
milk  ration  is  available  in  the  larger  villages  but  cannot  be 
procured  in  some  rural  communities.  This  nutrition  de- 
ficiency might  be  supplied,  if  an  enterprising  4-H  Club 
member  would  contract  with  the  school  authorities  to  pro- 
duce, bottle  and  deliver  daily  a  definite  quantity  of  milk  to 
each  school. 

The  proposed  budget  for  1946-1947  exceeds  the  present 
appropriation  by  more  than  a  thousand  dollars.  The  greater 
portion  of  this  is  demanded  by  the  increased  cost  of  instruc- 
tion and  the  rapidly  rising  rate  of  high  school  and  academy 
tuition  throughout  the  state. 
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The  salary  paid  to  women  teachers  in  some  of  the  one- 
room  schools  in  New  Hampshire  now  amounts  to  $1600. 
Men  teachers  in  small  elementary  schools  are  receiving  sala- 
ries as  high  as  $2000. 

The  "Teacher  Retirement  Law"  of  1945,  Sec.  6;  Chapter 
136,  provides  that  the  school  district  share  with  the  individual 
teacher  in  contributing  annually  to  the  state  a  specified  per 
cent  of  his  salary  to  be  applied  to  the  individual's  retire- 
ment fund. 

The  increasing  scarcity  of  competent  teachers  and  the 
mounting  costs  of  schools  are  items  of  most  serious  con- 
sideration in  all  towns,  particularly  where  the  consolidation 
of  schools  has  not  been  effected. 

Although  the  sources  and  supply  of  building  materials 
and  the  costs  of  labor  prohibit  at  present  the  economical 
construction  of  new  school  buildings,  the  growing  interest 
among  the  people  of  Deerfield  to  procure  a  suitable  location 
for  a  centralized  school  may  eventually  reduce  the  local  tax 
burden  by  several  thousands  of  dollars.  It  has  been  the 
policy  of  federal  agencies  to  grant  first  aid  for  public  im- 
provement to  those  local  government  units  that  have  taken 
the  initiative  by  helping  themselves.  The  interest  in  a  new 
school  in  Deerfield  is  well  timed  and  indicative  of  genuine 
New  England  enterprise. 

President  Truman  in  his  message  to  Congress,  last  month, 
emphasized  the  urgent  need  for  federal  aid,  in  addition  to 
present  local  appropriations,  to  insure  the  maintenance  of 
adequate  educational  facilities,  including  school  building,  in 
the  various  states.  Legislation  for  this  purpose  is  now 
pending  in  Washington. 

The  President  wisely  advocates  the  allotment  of  such 
aid  without  federal  interference  with  local  school  control. 

The  element  of  local  initiative  has  been  fundamental  in 
our  social  and  industrial  development,  particularly  in  New 
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England.  The  essence  of  local  initiative  has  its  source  in 
a  well  informed  and  actively  particpating  citizenship.  The 
training  of  our  youth  with  this  end  in  view  is  of  increasing 
signifiance  to  the  welfare  of  the  individual  and  community.
